RELIGION 


Dr. James L. Turner teaches one of the largest and 
most popular classes at V. I. This is Religion, with classes 
in both Old and New Testament histories, as well as in 
comparative religion.

The Mathematics Department, under the direction of 
Miss Marion Clark, offers courses in college algebra, trig- 
onometry, analytic geometry, and calculus. The students, 
in addition to reading the library math books, construct 
various math projects which are exhibited at the end of 
the year. 


Miss Nina Garrett is supervisor of the High School 
Math Department, in which she teaches algebra and plane 
geometry. 
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An art exhibition is displayed by Mr. Cooke. Junior English with Mrs. Milne. 
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ENGLISH DEPARTMENT 


The English Department at V. I. is under the direc- 
tion of Miss Mary Meade and Mrs. George P. Milne, who 
are in charge of the high school classes and the first year 
college classes, and Mr. C. Ernest Cooke, who has the college 
Seniors. 

English HI consists of grammar, composition, and lit- 
erary types, with the emphasis being placed on composition. 

English IV includes a review of the principles of gram- 
mar and composition and a survey of English literature. 

English V stresses correctness, naturalness, and orig- 
inality of expression, both oral and written. Emphasized 
during the first semester are grammar and composition; the 
research theme is part of the second semester work. 

English VI is composed of a survey of English litera- 
ture, which Mr. Cooke makes very interesting by conduct- 
ing several exhibits during the year from his personal col- 
lection. Parallel readings and criticisms constitute part of 
the students’ work. 


LANGUAGE DEPARTMENT 


Included in the Language Department are French and 
German under the direction of Dean Pflug, Spanish under 
the supervision of Mr. Cobb, and Latin taught by Mrs. 
Amis. 

The first year course in each language deals with pro- 
nunciation, grammar, reading, composition, and conversa- 
tion. The second year involves a review of grammar, com- 
position, and conversation, and selected readings from mod- 
ern writers.

Mr. Samuel W. Edmondson, who gave V. I. its present name, will always be re- 
membered as a friend and an inspiration to all who knew him. At the time of his death 
on June 10, 1953, he was teaching Latin and chemistry in the preparatory department 
at V. I. His personal interest in, and his enthusiasm for what was the best for V. I. 
and her students, made him a friend of all—teachers and students alike. 


Mr. Edmondson had a long and lasting interest in V. I., which began when he was 
a student in his teens in Glade Spring Military Academy, just across the street from 
Southwest Virginia Institute (as Intermont was known in those days). 


He began his teaching career at Emory and Henry College, where he was gradu- 
ated. Later he took his Master’s Degree from the University of Virginia and served 
for four years as professor of psychology, ethics, and chemistry at Intermont, begin- 
ning in 1909. He was also on the staff of Stonewall Jackson College and Martha Wash- 
ington College for short periods. From 1912 to 1946 Mr. Edmondson taught in the 
public schools of Virginia, returning to Intermont in 1946, where he served contin- 
uously as a part-time teacher until his death.
